EDUCATION  ... BIBLICAL  INSTITUTE. 

Resolved^  That  this  Conference  highly  approve  of  the  discreet  and  efficient 
course  adopted  by  the  professors  and  trustees  of  our  Biblical  Institute  during  the 
past  year ;  and  we  solemnly  pledge  ourselves  to  rally  around  this  infant  Institu- 
tion, and  aid,  to  the  extent  of  our  ability,  those  noble  and  self-sacrificing  Profes- 
sors, by  recommending  to  the  Institute  suitable  young  men,  and  by  awakening  an 
interest  in  its  behalf  among  the  people. 

Resolved^  That  each  member  in  this  Conference  be  requested  to  aid  in  procuring 
a  library  for  the  Biblical  Institute,  by  presenting  one  or  more  volumes  himself 
and  by  obtaining  from  others  as  many  as  he  consistently  can. 

Resolved^  That  we  will,  to  the  extent  of  our  ability,  encourage  our  benevolent 
circles  and  friends  to  furnish  suitable  furniture  for  the  rooms  of  students  at  the 
Institute,  with  all  convenient  dispatch.

Resolved^  That  we  will  faithfully  and  seasonably  bring  this  subject  to  the  atten- 
tion of  our  congregations,  and  solicit  their  liberal  contributions. 

SLAVERY. 

Resolved^  That  as  the  Gospel  is  the  great  instrumentality  chosen  by  God  him- 
self for  the  regeneration  of  society  and  the  reformation  of  the  world,  it  is  the 
duty  of  all  Christian  ministers  to  bring  that  power  to  bear  upon  this  enormous  sin 
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and  relic  of  barbarism  in  our  country ;  and  the  time  has  now  come  when  they 
cannot  be  silent  without  being  recreant  to  the  sacred  cause  of  human  liberty. 

Whereas  the  boundary  line  between  the  M.  E.  Church  and  the  M.  E.  Church 
South  has  been  abolished  by  the  late  General  Conference,  and  whereas  our 
preachers  are  now  at  liberty  to  go  and  preach  the  Gospel  in  all  the  slave-holding 
States,  and  may  again  gather  slave-holders  into  our  Church — therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  endure  the  thought  that  Slavery  should  ever  spread 
any  farther  in  the  church  of  our  choice ;  that  we  will  not  silently  submit  to  it, 
but  will  lift  up  our  warning  voice  against  it ;  and  here  we  take  our  stand,  and 
say  to  this  ovei*flowing  scourge,  this  abomination  that  maketh  desolate,  "  Thus 
far  shalt  thou  come  and  no  farther,  and  here  let  thy  proud  waves  be  stayed." 


SABBATH  SCHOOLS. 

Resolved,  That  our  confidence  is  unabated  in  the  efficient  agency  of  the  S.  S. 
enterprise  in  accomplishing  the  great  ends  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Resolved,  That  this  enterprise  should  be  sustained  to  the  utmost  of  our  ability  as 
a  duty  we  owe  to  the  lambs  of  the  flock  of  Christ,  the  Church,  and  the  world.

Rev.  Samuel  S.  Mathews  departed  this  life  at  Eochester,  Sept.  6,  1847,  in 
the  32d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  born  in  Loudon,  N.  H.,  January,  1816,  and  was 
converted  in  1832,  under  the  labors  of  Rev.  James  Jones,  a  local  preacher. 

In  1844  he  joined  the  New-Hampshire  Annual  Conference,  and  was  stationed 
at  Exeter  Mission.  At  this  place,  and  at  Hampton,  where  he  spent  a  part  of  the 
year,  his  labors  were  highly  acceptable. 

The  next  two  years  he  was  stationed  at  East  Salisbury,  Mass.  His  last  appoint- 
ment was  at  Rochester.  He  commenced  his  labors  there  with  great  zeal,  and 
with  more  than  ordinary  promise  of  success ;  but  alas !  by  a  mysterious  provi- 
dence he  was  soon  cut  down  in  the  midst  of  his  usefulness  by  the  prevailing  epi- 
demic of  the  season.  His  sickness  was  short  and  very  distressing,  but  was  en- 
dured with  great  patience  and  resignation. 

To  the  writer  he  remarked,  "  I  am  a  young  man,  and  have  just  entered  upon 
the  glorious  work  of  the  Christian  Ministry.  I  have  a  family  which  seems  to  de- 
mand my  presence  and  care ;  and  is  it  not  mysterious  that  I  should  now  be  called 
to  die  1  But,  if  my  death  can  glorify  God  more  than  my  life.  Amen."  And 
again :  "  Tell  the  preachers  I  am  glad  I  was  ever  a  Methodist  minister,  though  I 
have  been  but  a  poor  one." 

He  was  a  devoted  Christian  in  life,  and  in  death  triumphant. 

Brother  Mathews  was  a  good  man,  an  affectionate  husband,  a  kind  father,  an 
exemplary  Christian,  and  a  faithful  minister  of  Jesus  Christ.  His  preaching 
talents  were  good.  His  sermons  were  evangelical  in  sentiment,  systematic  in 
arrangement,  and  well  adapted  to  enlighten  the  understanding  and  move  the 
heart.  He  was  gentlemanly  in  appearance  and  graceful  in  manner ;  a  laborious 
pastor,  and  a  generous  supporter  of  the  institutions  and  enterprises  of  the  church. 
He  has  finished  his  course  and  entered  upon  his  reward. 
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
